The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
invention, drawn to methods of inhibiting MDM2 expression in a mammal, or to methods of 
inhibiting cancer in an animal, or to methods of increasing p53 concentration, wherein each 
method comprises administering an antisense oligo targeted to discrete regions of the MDM2 
transcript, were previously considered to be enabled only in regards to the use of SEQ ID NOS: 
28 or 47. However, applicants have ai'gued convincingly from Hopkins University v. Cell Pro 
Inc., that in view of the fact that SEQ ID NOS: 28 and 47 have been exemplified having the 
claimed properties in vivo, establishing which of the remaining oligos would have the required 
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activity would be within the abilities of one of skill in the art, because the methods that apply to 
the use of SEQ ID NOS: 28 and 47 in vivo would also apply to determination of which of the 
claimed oligos or targeting regions of MDM2 would have similar activity. This is in accordance 
with Hopkins University v. Cell Pro Inc, which states that a considerable amount of 
experimentation is permissible, if it is merely routine, or if the specification in question provides 
a reasonable amount of guidance with respect to the direction in which the experimentation 
should proceed to enable the determination of how to practice a desired embodiment of the 
claimed invention.
